T raffle Jams Also Affect Smaller Cities 
Laff-A-Day 


Even in a smaller city like Washington 
C. H. the growth of traffic ccngestion 
teems to become worse by the month. 
This week the first statewide conference 
on p r e s s i n g metropolitan problems is 
scheduled for Akron and among the bigger 
items being given attention is that of 
transportation. 
Reports from delegates attending that 
convention indicate that this problem as 
it affects bigger cities, and smaller locali­ 
ties also, is being regarded as becoming 
decidedly formidable; that cities all over 
Ohio are undergo i n g a situation amount­ 
ing almost to strangulation by reason of 
snarled up traffic conditions. Pedestrians 
are annoyed as well as motorists. 
How to relieve downtown traffic con­ 
gestion is being seriously examined, not 
only in Ohio but in several other states. 
At a New York City conference recently 
it was recognized in f i n a l reports that 
methods would have to be adopted to elim­ 
inate traffic snarling, also to reduce air 
pollution from motor car exhausts. Inci­ 
dentally. it was recommended that the 
automotive industry concentrate on ways 
and means for more smaller vehicles and 
more efficient engines. 
It was pointed out that increases in 


length and width of cars have already 
caused substantial loss of parking and 
garage space. A reduction of just one foot 
on 10,000 cars represents two miles of 
bumper - to - bumper traffic, it was said. 
This whole problem has become some­ 
thing for more serious concern than most 
people are giving it. Even in small com­ 
munities such as Fayette County as a 
w h o l e , the accidents and many o t h e r 
bothersome conditions, cannot longer be 
taken lightly. 
Many persons believe that people of this 
nation never can work their way out of the 
present growing traffic jams by merely 
building urban expressways and long dis­ 
tance freeways alone. 
It s e e rn s that highway construction 
crews never appear able to keep up with 
public demand. At the rate automobiles 
are being produced and surburban areas 
are giving way to new homes, this situa­ 
tion is likely to get worse rather than bet­ 
ter. 
The recommendation that more busses 
and smaller cars will take care of much 
of the problem, might help, but will not be 
the real solution. So what will prove help­ 
ful and reduce danger, remains for some 
expert with bright ideas to come forward 
with the answer.

Scientists of the C o l l e g e of 
Medicine at the University of Il­ 
linois are working on a program 
designed to overcome one of the 
chief hazards of cancer surgery. 
During an operation to elimi­ 
nate malignant tumors, there is 
a danger that live “crumbs” 
may spill over and seed the sys­ 
tem with new colonies. Now. for 
the first time, there is a concert­ 
ed effort to try to evaluate and 
overcome this danger. 
The scientists already h a v e 
shown experimentally that pro 
phylactics could o v e rtake and 
destroy cells escaping from a 
cancer. Because of this, they 
have adopted .surgical techniques 
and drugs designed to protect pa 
bents from this lethal spillage of 
cancer cells. 
Certain measures are now man­ 
datory at Illinois in operations for 
cancer of the breast, colon, rec­ 
tum and stomach. They include: 
Tying off, ea.-ly in the opera­ 
tion, ail blood vessels serving the 
operative area and injecting a 
drug into the abdominal cavity or 
veins at the end of the operation. 
Bathing the area with a solu­ 
tion capable of killing any cancer 
cells which might have 
spilled 
over. 
Injecting drugs into veins on 
each of three days following the 


operation to chase down and de­ 
stroy any cancer c e l l s which 
might have escaped into the 
bloodstream or wound. 
The drugs being used in the 
program are nitrogen mustard 
tr.d thioTEPA. Experiments have 
shown both to have cancer-kill­ 
ing properties. 
Nitrogen mus t a r d, a deadly 
poison gas, 
was prepared for 
World War II, but was never used. 
ThioTEt'A is a chemical relation. 
They must be used cautiously, 
since both are toxic: they de­ 
stroy the blood-making bone m ar­ 
row, leaving the patient easy prey 
for infection. 
In the Illinois experim e n t s, 
four small doses will be admin­ 
istered instead of one large one 
This is one of the latest devel­ 
opments in our light against can­ 
cer. I thought you might be inter­ 
ested in hearing about it. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
L. B.: What foods should one 
with hardening of the arteries 
avoid? 
Answer: There is no one food 
which should be avoided to pre­ 
vent hardening of the arteries. 
However, it is believed by some 
authorities that the restruction of 
certain foods high in cholesterol 
or fat is of aid in preventing the 
progress of hardening of t h e 
arteries.

group, a minority group to which 
it given special privileges and 
•pedal protections. 
Sen. Talmadge says: 
“ When Congress undertakes to 
enact laws giving special rights 
to minorities which are denied to 
the majority, then constitutional 


safeguards ofl all 
the 
people 
become meaningless. 
W h e n Congress jeopardizes 
individual rights and transfers or 
creates rights in a special group 
or class, it is treading on dan­ 
gerous ground.

Even in a smaller city like Washington 
C. H. the growth of traffic congestion 
aeems to become worse by the month. 
This week ^ e first statewide conference 
on p r e s s i n g metropolitan problems is 
scheduled for Akron and among the bigger 
items being given attention is that of 
transportation. 
Reports from delegates attending that 
convention indicate that this problem as 
it affects bigger cities, and smaller locali­ 
ties also, is being regarded as becoming 
decidedly formidable; that cities all over 
Ohio are undergo i ng a situation amount­ 
ing almost to strangulation by reason of 
snarled up traffic conditions. Pedestrians 
are annoyed as well as motorists. 
How’ to relieve downtowm traffic con­ 
gestion is being seriously examined, not 
only in Ohio but in several other states. 
At a New York City conference recently 
it was recognized in f i n a 1 reports that 
methods would have to be adopted to elim­ 
inate traffic snarling, also to reduce air 
pollution from motor car exhausts. Inci­ 
dentally, it w’as recommended that the 
automotive industry concentrate on w'ays 
and means for more smaller vehicles and 
more efficient engines. 
It was pointed out that increases in 


length and width of cars have already 
caused substantial loss of parking and 
garage space. A reduction of Just one foot 
on 10,'(MM) cars represents two miles of 
bumper - to - bumper traffic, it was said. 
This whole problem has become some­ 
thing for more serious concern than most 
people are giving it. Even in small com­ 
munities such as Fayette County as a 
w’ h o 1 e, the accidents and many o t h e r 
bothersome conditions, cannot longer be 
taken lightly. 
Many persons believe that people of this 
nation never can work their way out of the 
present growing traffic jams by merely 
building urban expressways and long dis­ 
tance freeways alone. 
It s c e m s that highway construction 
crews never appear able to keep up with 
public demand. At the rate automobiles 
are being produced and surburban areas 
are giving way to new homes, this situa­ 
tion is likely to get worse rather than bet­ 
ter. 
The recommendation that more busses 
and smaller cars will take care of much 
of the problem, might help, but will not be 
the real solution. So what will 'pro've help­ 
ful and reduce danger, remains for some 
expert with bright ideas to come forward 
with the answer.

I cancer. Because of this, they 
have adopted surgical techniques 
and drugs designed to protect pa­ 
tients from this lethal spillage of 
cancer cells. 
Certain measures are now man­ 
datory at Illinois in operations for 
cancer of the breast, colon, rec­ 
tum and stomach. They include: 
Tying off, ea.-ly in the opera­ 
tion, all blood vessels serving the 
operative area and injecting a 
drug into the abdominal cavity or 
veins at the end of 'the operation. 
Ba'thing the area 'with a solu­ 
tion capable of killing any cancer 
cells which might have spilled 
over.Injecting drugs into veins on 
each of three days following the 


Civil War; the other the fund 
mental constitutional question of 
the relationship of the fe d e ral 
government to the states.

N et Earnings Said 


10-15 Pct, Higher 


Than Sum m er, 1956

N*!W YORK (J) - Bank profits 
are still climbing at a good clip 
but two factors could slow this 
down to a walk in the months 
•head. 


Net operating earnings of lead­ 
ing banks in the three months iust 
ended are from IO to 15 per cent

1956. 


This is due to the steady rise 
in interest rates on loans and to 
the sturdy demand of business­ 
men for funds for expansion and 
operation. 
But some now sight signs of 
change in these two factors

the nation. 
The volume of b a n k loans to 
business hasn’t taken the usual 
fall spurt 
Predictions that busi­ 
ness won t need as much financ.

COLUMBUS, Ohio

The sales tax on gasoline for 
use in aircraft, estimated at a 
third of a miEion dollars annuaEy, 
now goes into the state’s general 
revenue fund. 
Members of the Ohio Aviation 
Board reached no decision at their 
last meeting on whether to seek 
legislative action on such an ear­ 
marking proposal, or more lucra­ 
tive alternatives. 
Estimates 
indicated 
revenue 
would approximate a milion dol- 
lars annually if the state motor 
vehicle fuel tax were substituted 
for the prpent sales tax on avia­ 
tion gasoline. But motor vehicle 
fuel taxes go for highway pur­ 
poses. 
The board, recently transferred 
to the state Commerce Depart­ 
ment in an advisory capacity got 
less money for 1957-58 operations 
than for the previous year. The 
shift continued C. E. A. Brown 
as aviation director. 
House Speaker Roger Cloud said 
the legislature placed the former­ 
ly independent board under the 
Commerce Department at Gov 
C. WiUiam 
O’NeiU’s request to 
strengthen its position. 
Cloud expressed belief the legis­ 
lature w o u l d make su fficien t 
money available for work of the 
new aviation division but indicat­ 
ed an earmarlung proposal might 
have 
difficulty 
getting 
off the 
ground. 
The board got $73,277 for 1956- 
47 operations and requested dou­ 
ble that amount for this year. 
appropriation 
to $65,885. Also available is a ro­ 
tary fund of about $24,000 derived 
from sale of maps, air markings 
and the licensing of about 3,iW) 
private aircraft in Ohio. 
The division also inspects and 
certifies commercial landing fields 
but would like to sponsor avia­ 
tion improvements probably witb 
local and federal cooperation 
Transfer of tbe board to'the 
Commerce Department took place 
bept.
